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ELIZABETH  FRY  1780-1845 

Bicentennial  Medal 


One  of  the  Gurney  family  of  Quakers,  born  20th  May  1780,  Elizabeth  became  well  known 
for  her  ministry  in  Quaker  circles  and  at  an  early  age  took  an  interest  in  prison  reform.  She 
formed  an  association  for  the  moral  improvement  of  female  prisoners  in  Newgate  gaol  and 
would  frequently  read  and  preach  to  the  inmates.  She  married  Joseph  Fry  in  1820.  She  did 
much  to  influence  opinion  regarding  conditions  in  prisons  and  especially  in  the  manner  in 
which  convicts  were  transported  to  Australia. 

The  rectangular  cast  medal  illustrated  above  (slightly  reduced)  has  been  designed  and 
modelled  by  the  medallist  Mark  Holloway,  who  also  modelled  the  Sir  Stamford  Raffles 
medal,  awarded  annually  by  the  Zoological  Society  of  London.  He  was  the  first  prize  winner 
in  the  1975-6  Royal  Society  of  Arts  Design  Competition,  medal  section,  of  which  this 
company  is  a  sponsor.  The  medal  is  cast  in  bronze,  by  the  Royal  Mint,  with  approximate 
dimensions  of  4  x  2|  x  |  inches,  and  is  limited  to  an  issue  of  fifty  pieces.  The  price  including 
case,  postage  and  VAT  is  £30,  and  can  be  obtained  direct  from  the  artist:  Mark  Holloway,  23 
Avonmore  Road,  London  W.14. 
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ANOTHER  COIN  FROM  THE  ‘FACE  HORSE’  SERIES 

HENRY  MOSSOP 

In  the  past  I  have  published  in  this  Bulletin  a  number  of  coins  from  the  Iceni  which  belong 
to  the  series  known  as  the  ‘Face-Horse'  type.  Mack  nos.  4 1 2  &  4 1 3.  Now  another  coin  in  this 
series  has  been  found  in  East  Anglia.  Although  this  new  coin  is  flat  in  places  it  does,  however, 
show  an  entirely  new  and  interesting  feature  —  an  inverted  ear  of  corn  between  the  legs  of  the 
horse. 

The  use  of  an  ear  of  corn  on  the  Celtic  coinage,  is  well  known,  especially  on  the  coins  of 
the  Catuvellauni  under  Cunobelin,  and  may  serve  to  illustrate  the  part  played  by  agriculture 
in  the  economy  of  those  distant  times.

FRONT  COVER  ILLUSTRATION 

Our  front  cover  illustration  this  month  is  of  what  is  perhaps  one  of  the  most  attractive 
medals  in  the  British  medallic  series.  The  piece  commemorates  the  marriage  of  William. 
Prince  of  Orange  to  Mary.  Princess  Royal  of  England.  Although  by  Johann  Blum,  a  native  of 
Bremen  and  struck  in  Holland,  the  medal  is  of  importance  to  the  collector  of  British  medals 
since  it  was  from  this  union  that  sprang  the  future  King  William  III. 

Mary  was  born  in  1631  and  became  noted  for  her  beauty  and  intelligence  and  as  the  eldest 
daughter  she  was,  perhaps,  something  of  a  favourite  with  her  father.  Her  marriage  was 
essentially  one  of  convenience  and  was  brought  about  by  the  King  to  try  and  placate  Parlia¬ 
ment  after  the  trial  of  his  favourite,  Stafford,  so  that  the  event  may  be  construed  as  yet 
another  unhappy  occasion  in  the  life  of  Charles  I.  The  match  proved  to  be  unremarkable 
apart  from  its  political  significance. 

During  the  civil  war  the  Prince  of  Orange  attempted  to  offer  some  help  to  Charles  I 
although  this  assistance  proved  to  be  of  only  limited  value  since  the  Dutch  people  tended  to 
prefer  the  Scottish  Covenanters  rather  than  the  Royalist  cause.  In  1648  Mary  welcomed  her 
brothers  Charles  and  James  in  Holland  and  in  1651  after  her  father's  death,  she  secretly 
received  her  brother,  he  now  having  assumed  the  title  of  King. 

Mary  rendered  liberal  assistance  to  her  brother  and  his  followers  but  on  the  outbreak  of 
hostilities  between  England  and  Holland  in  1652  the  Dutch  States  forbade  Mary  to  receive 
her  brothers  in  Holland.  She  did,  however,  manage  to  visit  Charles  during  his  stay  in  Cologne 
and  Paris  in  1656.  In  happier  times  Mary  had  taken  part  in  the  celebrations  at  The  Hague  on 
the  occasion  of  Charles’s  Restoration,  but  on  a  visit  to  England  in  1660  she  contracted  small¬ 
pox  from  which  she  eventually  died. 

The  latin  inscription  behind  Mary  on  the  obverse  of  the  medal  is  particularly  apposite  for 
the  ten  year  old  daughter  of  a  King  and  may  be  translated  as  ‘Charles,  King  of  Britain  and  a 
most  mighty  Monarch  .  .  .  commands  me  to  be  your  bride'.

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A  SACHEVERELL  SEAL 

C.  J.  WRIGHT 

The  small  medallet  of  Dean  Swift,  illustrated  by  A.  E.  J.  Went  in  the  May  1979  number  of  the 
Bulletin ,  raises  the  question  of  the  purpose  and  date  of  such  diminutive  pieces.  As  Mr.  Went 
points  out  Henry  Dawson,  probably  because  the  medallet  lacks  a  reverse,  suggested  it  was 
intended  to  be  set  in  a  ring.  He  dated  it,  without  giving  his  reasons,  to  the  early  nineteenth 
century.  William  Frazer  thought  it  the  work  of  one  of  the  Mossops,  possibly  because  William 
Stephen  Mossop  designed  a  medal  of  Dean  Swift,1  though  the  workmanship  of  the  medallet  is 
extremely  crude  by  comparison.  This  too  would  give  a  similar  date. 

On  a  document  in  the  present  writer's  collection  is  an  impression  in  red  wax, 
approximately  0.6  inches  in  diameter,  of  a  seal  portraying  a  head  and  shoulders  profile  of 
Henry  Sacheverell.  Round  the  border  runs  the  inscription  H  SACHEVERELL  DD. 

Like  Swift,  Dr.  Sacheverell  was  a  controversial  Tory  divine.  His  inflammatory  sermons 
attacking  Dissent,  and  by  implication  the  Glorious  Revolution  of  1688,  led  to  his  impeach¬ 
ment  by  the  Whig  ministry  before  the  House  of  Lords  in  February  and  March  1710. 
Although  formally  convicted,  the  leniency  of  his  sentence  amounted  to  an  acquittal  and  was 
instrumental  in  leading  to  the  break  up  of  the  ministry.  His  intervention  in  the  general  election 
of  November  1710  was  accounted  both  by  his  opponents  and  himself  as  responsible  for  the 
Tories'  landslide  victory.2 

As  might  be  expected  in  a  case  exciting  such  national  interest,  various  mementoes  were 
produced,  including  playing  cards  featuring  the  Doctor  and  salt-glaze  stoneware  figurines, 
one  example  of  which  is  now  in  the  British  Museum.  The  medallists  fashioned  a  badge  to  be 
worn  by  Sacheverell’s  partisans,  as  well  as  a  true  medal  portraying  the  Doctor  with  two 
distinct  reverses,  one  for  his  supporters  proclaiming  his  steadfast  Anglicanism,  another  for  his 
detractors  insinuating  a  leaning  to  Rome.3  At  least  one  seal  maker,  too,  joined  in  exploiting 
the  Doctor’s  fame. 

Although  the  lack  of  any  proper  study  of  post-seventeenth-century  non-armorial  seals  and 
the  perishable  nature  of  seal  impressions  themselves  make  generalization  hazardous, 
propaganda  seals  of  this  type  appear  extremely  rare.  Political  rings  are  known  but  these 
chiefly  display  miniatures  of  the  Stuart  kings  or  Jacobite  pretenders.4  Sacheverell  seals, 
however,  must  once  have  been  widespread.  Maurice  Lenihan  reported  examples  on  docu¬ 
ments  connected  with  the  Diocesan  Registry  Court  of  Killaloe  in  south-west  Ireland.5 

The  financial  bond  to  which  the  seal  illustrated  is  affixed  is  dated  13  August  1711.  Its  sig¬ 
natory  is  Archippus  Kippax,  Vicar  of  Ormskirk,  a  Lancashire  living  in  the  gift  of  the  Earls  of 
Derby.  Their  old  seat  Lathom,  destroyed  in  the  Civil  War,  was  in  the  parish  and  even  after 
they  moved  to  Knowlsey  the  Earls  continued  to  be  buried  at  Ormskirk.  Kippax  was  closely 
associated  with  the  Stanleys  and  for  a  time  was  Archdeacon  of  Man,  of  which  they  were  lord. 
There  is  a  letter  dated  4  November  1702  written  by  him  from  Chester  at  the  request  of 
William,  the  9th  Earl,  to  Dr.  Hans  Sloane  describing  the  Earl’s  symptoms,  dropsy,  gravel  and 
asthma,  and  asking  for  advice.6  In  fact,  Lord  Derby  died  the  next  day.  His  brother  and 
successor  James,  the  10th  Earl,  was  amongst  those  peers  who  voted  for  Sacheverell’s 
impeachment,  but  it  is  no  surprise  to  find  a  provincial  cleric  like  Kippax  a  strong  supporter  of 
the  Doctor. 

The  existence  of  this  seal  shows,  then,  one  of  the  uses  to  which  small  medallic  portraits 
could  be  put.  Though  not  identical  in  style,  the  strong  similarity  between  the  Sacheverell  seal 
and  the  Swift  medallet  must  throw  doubt  on  the  late  date  assigned  to  the  latter.  It  also  leads 
one  to  ask  how  many  similar  pieces  may  have  been  produced.  This  area,  where  the  work  of 
the  medallist,  the  seal  engraver  and  the  ring  maker  overlaps,  would  clearly  repay  much  fuller 
study  than  it  has  received.

EPHIPPIORUM  ARTIFEX  VINDICATES 

MICHAEL  DOLLEY,  M.R.I.A. 

On  p.  390  of  the  Sea  by  Coin  &  Medal  Bulletin  for  December  1979.  Mr.  J.  C.  Sadler  has 
reproduced  an  interesting  but  anonymous  nineteenth  century  engraved  plate  captioned 
‘Specimens  of  Coins  of  Ipswich'.  It  is  the  second  of  the  coins  illustrated,  a  Quatrefoil  penny  of 
Cnut  ('Canute'),  that  concerns  us  here.  Of  it  Mr.  Sadler  remarks  (p.  391)  that  the  moneyer, 
patently  Godwine,  is  one  ‘totally  unknown  from  coins  of  Cnut  for  Ipswich  today',  and  he 
goes  on  to  suggest  that  ‘it  is  probably  another  altered  drawing',  and  that  ‘it  might  be  possible 
to  trace  the  original  mint  as  the  reverse  quarters  contain  an  extra  pellet  each'.  The  purpose  of 
this  coda  to  Mr.  Sadler's  paper  is  to  demonstrate  that  the  coin  as  he  surmises  has  nothing 
whatever  to  do  with  Ipswich,  and  that  the  style  of  the  piece  enables  it  to  be  given  with  con¬ 
fidence  to  a  mint  on  the  other  side  of  England. 

First  to  be  noted  is  the  small,  neat  bust  which  is  typical  for  a  number  of  coins  struck  at 
mints  located  in  the  general  area  of  the  Severn  Valley.  Just  as  anomalous,  too.  is  the  trefoil 
sceptre,  while  Mr.  Sadler  rightly  remarks  the  additional  pellets  in  the  reverse  field.  The  execu¬ 
tion  of  the  drawing,  moreover,  recalls  that  of  the  engraving  which  W.  Parsons  prepared  for  a 
projected  monograph  by  Taylor  Combe,  (1774-1826).  but  which  were  drawn  on  by  Rogers 
Ruding  (1751-1820).  John  Akerman  (1806-1873)  and  Edward  Hawkins  (1780-1867)  for 
the  plates  accompanying  the  1817,  1819  and  1840  editions  of  The  Annals  of  the  Coinage. 
One  does  not  have  to  look  beyond  no.  14  on  PI.  23  of  that  work  to  find  the  actual  engraving 
reproduced  as  Fig.  2  in  Mr.  Sadler's  paper,  while  a  further  check  establishes  that  it  is  a  British 
Museum  coin  (BMC  221)  which  came  to  the  English  National  Collection  in  1802  from  the 
Tyssen  cabinet  and  which  doubtless  derives  ultimately  from  the  great  hoard  discovered 
c.  1780  at  Kingsholm  on  the  outskirts  of  Gloucester  (BNJ  XXIX,  i  (1958).  pp.  69-8 1 ).  The 
accompanying  block  | Fig.  1 1  should  leave  no  room  for  a  second  opinion,  and  it  emerges  that 
on  the  Parsons  engraving  the  second  letter  of  the  mint-signature  is  ‘L"  and  not  T.  Godwine  is 
a  well-attested  Gloucester  moneyer  of  Cnut  in  this  type  (cf  BEH  973-8).  and  any  lingering 
doubt  must  surely  be  resolved  by  consideration  of  a  coin  such  as  SCBI  Copenhagen  1032.  It 
is  the  engraver  of  Mr.  Sadler's  Ipswich  plate,  then,  and  not  an  ‘improver  of  the  actual  coin, 
who  has  been  responsible  for  the  alteration  of  GLP  to  GIP.  and  it  is  suggested  that  Mr. 
Sadler  need  not  search  further  for  vindication  of  his  shrewd  suspicion  that  Godwine  is  indeed 
a  mythical  moneyer  of  the  Ipswich  mint.

ROMAN  COINAGE  FROM  COLCHESTER

The  number  of  Roman  coins  found  in  Britain  has  increased  considerably  over  the  past 
twenty  years  or  so,  but  there  seems  to  be  a  gap  in  communications,  for  very  little  is  ever 
published  for  public  consumption.  If  the  coins  have  been  discovered  by  individuals,  with  or 
without  the  famous  metal  detectors,  they  tend  to  go  into  private  collections,  or  to  be  sold 
without  their  real  find-spots  ever  being  known,  and  they  give  no  help  in  our  understanding  of 
Roman  Britain.  This  is  a  real  pity  because,  as  1  hope  to  show,  they  can  provide  interesting 
information  even  if  they  are  only  scraps  of  metal  with  a  design  showing  poorly  through  a 
heavy  patina.  The  coins  that  are  discovered  in  controlled  excavations  can  give  much  more 
information,  and  this,  bit  by  bit,  is  being  published,  but  in  very  refined  and  inaccessible  places. 
Hence  my  attempt  to  spread  a  little  of  the  information  that  has  been  gained  by  the  study  of 
the  Roman  coins  excavated  over  the  past  fifteen  years  in  Colchester. 

The  tact  that  1  need  no  illustrations  to  make  my  points  shows  that  1  am  not  going  to  write 
about  tine  coins.  Few  of  those  coins  dug  up  will  ever  find  a  place  alongside  collectors  items  in 
a  museum  display.  When  I  talk  of  rarities  I  do  not  mean  aurei  of  Carausius,  but  small  bronze 
coins  of  the  fourth  century.  For  instance  there  is  a  unique  coin  from  the  Colchester  excava¬ 
tions;  it  is  of  Constantine  II,  has  a  reverse  of  two  soldiers  holding  a  standard,  and  a  mint- 
mark  of  N  over  PCON,  the  mint  of  Arles.  The  coin  has  not  been  seen  before,  yet  we  know'  it 
existed  because  Arles  went  back  to  the  mintmark  ARL  after  Constantine  IFs  death.  Now  at 
last  the  coin  has  turned  up  to  prove  the  point.  But  if  that  coin  was  let  loose  in  trade  very  few 
customers  would  find  it  of  great  value. 

The  coins  found  at  Colchester  begin  to  be  of  importance  when  we  look  at  them  as  a  group 
of  coins  that  were  lost  over  the  360  years  of  Roman  coin-use  in  Britain  for  they  act  as  a  guide 
to  what  w'as  lost  in  a  major  city  of  the  Roman  province,  and  therefore,  at  one  step  removed, 
what  was  used.  However  much  we  may  prize  coins  as  collectors  the  Roman  state  thought  of 
them  mainly  as  a  way  to  pay  state  debts,  so  it  is  their  usefulness  that  is  the  mam  point  of 
interest. 

In  sum  the  coins  found  at  Colchester  will  tell  us  something  of  what  coins  were  used,  and, 
reign  by  reign,  period  by  period,  they  woll  show'  us  how  Colchester  compares  first  with  the 
rest  of  Britain,  and  then  with  the  rest  of  the  Empire.  Of  course  to  do  full  justice  to  such  a 
programme  w'e  would  need  a  large  amount  of  comparative  material  both  from  other  sites  in 
Britain  and  sites  in  other  provinces  throughout  the  Roman  world.  As  yet  such  material  is 
lacking;  few  sites  in  Britain  have  been  published  in  detail,  and  even  fewer  from  abroad.  We 
w'ill  have  to  work  with  a  small  amount  of  information  which  comes  mainly  from  unpublished 
excavations  in  Britain,  and  from  museum  collections  abroad. 

The  First  point  about  Colchester  is  that  a  settlement  was  already  there  before  the  arrival  of 
the  Roman  legions.  Around  the  modern  towm,  w'hich  clusters  in  the  Roman  town,  there  is  a 
defended  area  which  was  presumably  the  centre  of  a  pre-Roman  kingdom.  The  main  focus  of 
this  centre  was  at  Sheepen,  just  outside  the  modern  town,  and  the  main  excavations  there 
were  conducted  before  the  last  war.  The  coins  from  those  excavations  show  very  clearly  a 
purely  British  site,  with  only  British  coins  lost  in  it,  gradually  over  run  by  Romans,  so  that  a 
mixture  of  British  and  Roman  coins  was  lost,  and,  w'hen  the  Colonia  was  founded  in 
A.D.  49on  the  site  of  the  legionary  fortress,  British  coins  seem  to  have  disappeared  from 
common  use.  So  on  the  sites  at  Colchester,  from  Sheepen.  conquered  Sheepen.  to  the  fortress, 
to  the  Colonia,  we  can  follow  the  change  over  from  a  purely  British  to  a  purely  Roman 
coinage. 

Colchester,  then,  supplies  us  with  a  site  in  Britain  w'hich  was  occupied  from  the  very  first 
days  of  Roman  Britain  and  we  can  see  what  the  Roman  coinage  of  this  time  consisted  of. 
Even  better,  from  the  numismatists  point  of  view',  the  newly  founded  town  was  burned  down 
by  the  infuriated  Boudicca  in  60-61  after  only  twelve  years  of  flourishing  life,  so  that  these 
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early  coins  which  were  lost  were  securely  sealed  beneath  a  thick  layer  of  the  burned  debris  of 
wooden  buildings.  The  time  span  includes  the  reign  of  Claudius  I  from  41  to  54,  and  the  first 
six  years  of  the  reign  of  Nero:  does  the  coinage  reflect  this  span  ? 

The  answer  is,  definitely  not.  Starting  with  the  bronze  coinage,  there  are  very  few  of  the 
large  bronze  sestertii  of  Claudius,  a  few  regular  dupondii,  and  a  few  asses.  None  of  the 
smaller  change  is  found  such  as  semisses  or  quadrantes.  No  bronze  of  Nero  occurs  in  these 
levels.  No  gold  coins  have  ever  been  found  in  the  excavation  except  for  one  of  Tiberius.  This 
leaves  silver,  and  the  coins  found  in  the  levels  before  A.D.  61  are  a  very  mixed  bunch.  The 
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most  common  coins  of  good  silver  are  the  old  republican  denarii  which  had  been  in  circula¬ 
tion  for  perhaps  a  hundred  years  when  Britain  was  invaded,  then  there  are  plated  copies  of 
these  coins,  coins  of  Marc  Antony,  a  few  denarii  of  Augustus  and  Tiberius,  but  only  one  of 
Claudius  and  none  of  Nero.  We  have  to  add  to  these  coins  from  the  mints  on  the  mainland  of 
Europe  a  large  number  of  bronze  copies  of  the  coins  of  Claudius  I  with  Minerva  striding 
forward  brandishing  a  javelin  and  holding  a  shield,  and  our  list  is  complete. 

Now  many  of  these  points  could  have  been  predicted.  Nero,  for  instance  did  not  strike  any 
bronze  in  the  first  ten  years  of  his  reign.  A  look  at  his  portraits  on  bronze  coins  shows  that 
they  resemble  only  the  latest,  and  ugliest,  of  his  dated  portraits  on  gold  and  silver.  The  usual 
date  given  for  the  start  of  bronze  coining  is  63-64,  and  the  absence  of  these  coins  from  pre- 
Boudiccan  layers  at  Colchester  tits  well  with  this  theory.  In  the  same  way,  silver  of  Claudius, 
and  the  early  part  of  the  reign  of  Nero  is  uncommon,  and  a  collector  might  have  predicted 
that  few  of  these  coins  should  be  found.  This  prediction  would  have  been  right,  but  perhaps 
for  the  wrong  reasons.  These  excavated  levels  tell  us  what  coins  were  common  in  A.D.  43  to 
61;  knowledge  of  the  present  trade  tells  us  what  coins  are  common  today.  In  between  is  the 
debasement  of  the  coinage  by  Nero  in  which  the  weight  and  fineness  of  the  silver  was 
reduced.  This  meant  that  immediately  after  the  reform  of  63-64  “old"  silver  coins  of  higher 
weight  and  better  metal  were  at  a  high  premium,  and  they  therefore  vanished  from  circulation 
very  quickly.  What  was  common  in  A.D.  60  might  have  been  very  uncommon  in  A.D.  70. 
and  might  remain  rare  until  today.  But  from  layers  like  those  at  Colchester  and  other  places 
we  can  say  with  reasonable  certainty  that  the  silver  coinage  of  Claudius  was  never  common. 
The  copying  of  coins  of  Claudius  1  is  a  special  subject  which  we  will  leave  on  one  side. 

After  the  special  conditions  at  Colchester  in  the  first  twenty  years  of  the  Roman  occupa¬ 
tion  the  town  comes  in  line  with  other  towns  in  Roman  Britain,  and  all  bear  some  relationship 
to  the  continent,  though  they  never  show  as  much  lost  money  as,  say  Nimes  in  the  South  of 
France,  or  Ravenna  in  Italy.  Throughout  the  next  century  the  towns  of  Britain  lag  behind  the 
towns  of  the  continent  and  by  the  end  of  the  second  century,  in  the  reign  of  Commodus,  there 
does  seem  to  be  a  crisis  in  supply.  The  campaigns  which  the  emperor  Septimius  Severus 
mounted  in  Britain  to  sort  out  the  Pictish  menace  seem  to  have  injected  a  temporary  boost 
into  the  economy,  but  then,  after  about  220  the  supply  dries  up. 

During  this  time  Colchester  has  been  keeping  well  ahead  of  the  general  run  of  towns  in 
Britain.  Judged  by  its  coinage  Colchester  was  trying  hard  to  be  a  town  on  the  continental 
model,  and  striving  hard  to  lose  its  fair  share  of  coinage.  It  did  not  succeed,  but  it  came  nearer 
than  any  other  town  in  Britain.  Thus  whereas  a  town  in  Italy  or  Gaul  will  have  a  substantial 
number  of  Sestertii  of  Trajan,  Hadrian,  and  Antoninus  Pius  among  its  Roman  finds,  the  town 
in  Britain  will  not.  At  Colchester  the  very  extensive  excavations  outside  the  Balkerne  gate 
produced  only  1  17  recognizable  coins  minted  between  96  to  192,  just  one  coin  per  year  lost 
over  a  whole  century.  This  is  a  very  high  number  for  a  British  site,  and  very  few  excavations 
can  equal  it.  At  Cirencester,  for  instance,  some  3,700  coins  have  been  excavated,  but  only  91 
belong  to  this  century.  In  complete  contrast  the  museum  at  Arles  in  the  South  of  France  only 
contained  852  coins  in  1965,  and  of  those,  201  coins  belonged  to  the  years  96  and  192.  There 
is,  then.  k  general  picture  in  which  Britain  and  the  continent  are  different;  in  this  general  divi¬ 
sion  Colchester  is  a  British  town,  but  one  of  the  most  Continental. 

After  the  reign  of  Septimius  Severus,  from  193  to  21  1,  in  which  I  have  suggested  that  army 
campaigns  injected  some  much  needed  new  coins  into  the  British  economy  a  very  strange 
episode  occurs.  From  about  220  very  little  new  coinage  reaches  Britain  for  about  forty  years. 
The  layers  at  Colchester  are  as  good  evidence  of  that  as  any  other  Roman  site  in  Britain, 
although,  again,  Colchester  seems  to  be  a  bit  better  off  than  the  average  British  town.  The 
main  coins  which  are  missing  are  the  sestertii.  The  fact  that  they  are  missing  really  is  a  puzzle 
when  we  remember  how  common  such  coins  are  today  in  the  trade,  and  how  many  of  them 
there  are  scattered  over  the  museums  of  France  and  Italy.  If  there  is  a  sestertius  for  sale  at  a 
reasonable  price  it  is  almost  bound  to  be  one  of  Severus  Alexander  of  Gordian  III,  or  Philip, 
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when  what  you  really  wanted  was  one  of  I  rajan,  or  Hadrian.  Yet  Colchester  has  practically 
none  of  these  coins,  and  there  are  probably  only  about  ten  known  as  real  site  finds  from  the 
rest  of  Britain  put  together. 


Does  the  evidence  of  Colchester,  and  other  British  towns  mean  that  Sestertii  just  went  out 
of  use  in  Britain?  Again  we  have  fairly  safe  evidence  on  which  to  answer  the  question,  for 
there  are  now  several  hoards  of  bronze  coins  which  were  buried  in  Britain  towards  the  end  of 
the  third  century  which  finish  up  with  a  coin  or  two  of  Postumus  or  Victorious  just  to  prove 
the  date,  but  otherwise  consist  of  worn  sestertii  from  Vespasian  to  Marcus  Aurelius.  These 
must  have  been  circulating  in  Britain  throughout  the  third  century,  they  certainly  look  as  if 
they  were,  and  it  that  is  so,  we  can  safely  say  that  sestertii  were  in  demand,  and  were  used. 

I  he  need  was  there.  Colchester  tells  us  that  some  silver  coins  came  in,  but  only  a  few,  and 
Colchester  tells  us  that  the  need  for  bronze  coin  was  not  satisfied  by  new  supplies  fresh  from 
the  mint,  like  that  supplied  to  Gaul. 

It  Colchester  lags  behind  the  continent  in  the  early  third  century,  then  it  certainly  makes  up 
for  it  in  the  later  part  of  the  century.  After  more  than  a  century  when  one  coin  lost  per  year 
was  all  that  could  be  expected  the  loss  rate  in  the  Colchester  excavations  suddenly  goes  up  to 
1  2  coins  per  year  in  the  period  25b  to  275.  and  I  7  a  year  from  275  to  296.  This  great  surge  in 
coin  Iciss  has  in  the  past  been  a  snare  and  a  delusion  to  unwary  archaeologists  because,  quite 
naturally  they  have  taken  coin  loss  to  be  roughly  equivalent  to  prosperity  on  any  site,  and  this 
great  surge  of  coin  loss  has  been  taken  to  show  the  British  economy  taking  off  in  the  second 
half  of  the  third  century. 

Whatever  happens  the  losses  from  any  one  place,  such  as  Colchester,  must  be  seen  against 
a  background  of  coin  losses  in  the  British  provinces  as  a  whole.  When  this  is  done  then 
Colchester  is  a  normal  British  town,  for  all  British  towns  show  a  great  rise  in  coin  loss  after 
A.D.  259.  Next.  \ye  may  compare  Britain  with  the  continent.  If  we  do  this  purely  on  numbers, 
then  there  is  something  very  odd  about  Britain,  for  whereas  the  continent  at  this  time  goes  on 
with  its  old  pattern  of  coin  loss,  with  perhaps  just  a  gentle  acceleration,  Britain  far  outstrips 
this.  Before  drawing  great  conclusions  from  this  we  ought  first  to  look  at  the  sort  of  coin  that 
makes  up  this  great  bulge  in  Britain.  At  Colchester  from  259  to  275  the  coins  commonly  lost 
are  the  worst  that  there  are  in  circulation;  the  poorest  coins  of  Gallienus,  the  coins  of 
Claudius  II  with  the  least  silver  in.  and  lots  of  coins  of  the  Gallic  Empire  of  Victorinus  and 
Tetricus.  On  the  continent  a  higher  standard  of  coin  loss  is  preserved  so  that  although  fewer 
coins  are  lost  there  they  tend  to  be  better  coins.  This  makes  the  Colchester  losses  of  this 
period  look  rather  like  a  poor  relation. 

The  same  sort  of  thing  happens  in  the  next  period  from  275  to  294  for  the  great  majority  of 
Colchester  coins  here  are  not  proper  coins  from  the  regular  mints,  but  home  made  copies  or 
Barbarous  Radiates.  The  Colchester  Barbarous  Radiates  are  good  of  their  kind,  but  it 


depends  on  your  tastes  as  to  whether  you  would  think  them  a  suitable  subject  for  detailed 
discussion.  As  yet  no  obvious  Colchester  style  has  been  recognized,  but  all  the  site  finds  from 
Colchester  of  this  period  need  detailed  study  before  we  can  hope  to  get  anywhere;  at  present 
there  has  only  been  time  to  identify  and  date  these  coins. 

We  might  hope  for  great  revelations  from  the  coins  of  Carausius,  for  we  might  at 
Colchester  be  at  the  site  of  his  “C”  mint.  The  material  is  not  very  helpful  for  only  36  identifi¬ 
able  coins  of  Carausius  have  turned  up  so  far,  as  compared  for  instance  with  76  coins  of 
Tetricus  I.  and  of  those  ten  belong  to  London,  four  definitely  to  “C",  and  the  rest  are 
unmarked  or  uncertain. 

From  296.  when  Britain  was  once  again  under  continental  control  until  326  the  province 
had  its  ow  n  mint  at  London.  Not  surprisingly  therefore  most  of  the  coins  found  in  Colchester 
which  were  minted  in  the  early  fourth  century  come  from  this  provincial  mint.  The  new  coins 
which  took  over  from  the  little  and  very  base  radiates  were  much  larger  and  had  a  higher 
silver  content.  The  numbers  that  were  lost  therefore  went  down  very  sharply  compared  with 
the  numbers  for  the  period  275  to  294.  Once  again,  we  must  not  interpret  this  solely  in  terms 
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of  Colchester  to  suggest  that  the  town  was  in  disfavour,  perhaps  a  stronghold  of  Allectus? 
This  drop  in  coin  loss  is  common  to  all  Romano— British  towns  and  is  a  national 
characteristic.  It  is  doubtful  if  we  can  interpret  it  on  a  national  scale,  for  first  we  must  prove 
whether  there  is  anything  to  interpret. 

At  Colchester  coins  of  275  to  294  produced  356  losses;  coins  from  294  to  317  produced 
29  losses.  Surely  there  is  a  case  to  answer.  But  first  let  us  think  of  these  two  sorts  of  coin.  The 
first  lot  are  mainly  irregular,  very  small,  very  tatty,  and  with  no  silver  in  them  at  all  unless  it 
got  there  by  accident.  The  second  lot  are  good  large  coins  weighing  about  ten  grammes  each, 
and  each  with  perhaps  two  or  three  per  cent  of  silver.  On  weight  alone  things  become  much 
more  equal  for  many  of  the  barbarous  radiates  weigh  scarcely  a  gramme  and  I  doubt  whether 
the  356  coins  weigh  much  over  400  grammes  of  bronze.  The  29  coins  sometimes  called  folles 
weigh  roughly  ten  grammes  each,  that  is  nearly  300  grammes  of  bronze,  and  perhaps  two  or 
three  grammes  of  silver.  Since  silver  is  lOOx  more  precious  than  copper  a  very  rough  and 
conservative  prediction  on  the  value  of  the  29  folles  would  be  450  grammes  of  copper.  Thus 
without  too  much  conjuring  with  figures  it  looks  as  if  the  29  good  folles  probably  represent 
more  value  lost  than  356  barbarous  radiates.  It  is  just  as  well  that  we  did  not  base  a  historical 
novel  on  the  sudden  drop  in  money  lost  after  296  because  whatever  the  numbers  of  coins  may 
suggest,  it  is  just  not  true. 

As  the  coins  from  Diocletian's  reform  onwards  gradually  dropped  in  weight,  so  their  face 
value,  or  perhaps  more  accurately  their  purchasing  power,  dropped,  and  we  can  see  this 
reflected  yet  again  in  the  Colchester  coin  losses.  From  295  to  3  1  7  a  large  coin  and  only  29 
found;  from  3  1  7  to  330  a  smaller  coin  and  55  found;  from  330  to  348  a  smaller  coin  again, 
with  less  silver  in,  and  463  found.  This  period  is  the  peak  of  coin  loss  at  Colchester,  exceeding 
even  the  barbarous  radiate  period.  It  is  the  time  of  the  very  standardized  coinage  of  the  two 
soldiers  holding  two,  or  later,  one  standard,  and  the  accompanying  issues  for  the  cities  of 
Rome  and  Constantinople  showing  the  wolf  and  twins  for  Rome  and  Victory  on  a  prow  of 
Constantinople.  But  beyond  this  regular  coinage  there  is  yet  another  period  of  copying,  and 
the  copies  are  of  just  these  coins  in  the  regular  issues.  Whereas  most  barbarous  radiates  are 
so  different  from  the  prototypes  few  could  be  mistaken  for  regular  coins  the  standard  of 
copying  in  the  340's  is  much  higher,  and  the  problem  of  sorting  out  regular  coin,  and  copy  is 
much  more  difficult. 

It  would  be  nice  to  think  of  greybearded  old  men  striking  these  coins  when  they  were 
seventy  years  old.  in  340,  recalling  the  days  back  in  280  when  they  learned  the  trade  of  coin 
copying  from  their  fathers  at  the  age  of  ten  -  no  wonder  barbarous  radiates  were  so 
disastrous!  But  it  is  clear  from  the  evidence  in  our  Roman  cemeteries  -  and  Colchester  once 
again  provides  a  good  example  -  that  the  Romano-Briton  was  lucky  to  reach  his  3  1st.  birth¬ 
day,  never  mind  his  60th.,  and  there  can  be  no  human  connection  between  these  two  great 
phases  of  British  coin  copying. 

After  the  last  great  period  of  coin  loss  which  definitely  ended  with  yet  another  coinage 
reform  in  348,  Colchester  visibly  declines.  Most  sites  in  Britain  share  the  330  to  348  bulge, 
and  most  of  the  larger  towns  decline  fairly  quickly  after  that,  but  many  country  sites  whether 
farms,  temples,  or  military  establishments  keep  thriving,  as  judged  by  coin  loss,  until  the  end 
of  the  fourth  century  when  the  supply  of  coinage  dried  up.  But  the  towns,  and  here  Colchester 
is  an  excellent  example,  fall  in  coin  use  from  340  upwards. 

It  might  be  possible  to  argue  that  a  country  site  which  lacked  later  coins  went  off  coin  use 
and  back  on  to  an  exchange  economy.  To  do  this  the  farm  would  obviously  have  to  aim  to  be 
as  self-sufficient  as  possible,  and  to  find  a  market  in  which  its  excess  produce  could  be 
exchanged  for  whatever  it  wanted  but  did  not  produce.  To  say  that  towns  in  general  in 
Roman  Britain  have  done  this  while  coinage  is  still  circulating  freely  in  other  sites  would  be  a 
very  peculiar  explanation.  Of  course  I  am  not  saying  that  towns  cannot  exist  without  money, 
there  are  plenty  of  examples  which  instantly  disprove  such  an  idea.  What  I  am  saying  is  that 
there  is  no  known  example  in  which  the  simple  units  of  production  like  farms  use  coins,  while. 
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at  the  same  time,  the  more  complicated  units  of  consumption  like  towns  do  not.  If  towns  in 
general  are  lower  on  com  loss  in  the  later  fourth  century  than  villas  and  temples  and  villages, 
the  explanation  seems  to  be  that  the  town  in  late  Roman  Britain  no  longer  held  its  pre 
eminent  position  in  the  economy  and  the  organization  of  the  country  or  provinces. 

When  you  look  at  the  archaeology  of  Colchester  in  the  late  fourth  century  this  idea  does 
not  seem  to  be  as  i evolutionary  as  might  be  thought,  but  this  is  the  province  of  Philip 
C  rummy  the  excavator  and  I  will  not  stray  into  it.  The  province  of  the  end  of  coinage  in 
Britain  is  however  one  that  we  may  investigate  to  close  this  survey,  for  archaeology  and 
numismatics  on  this  subject  now  combine  and  agree. 

Theie  is  no  coinage  in  the  tilth  century.  Britain  ceased  to  be  supplied  with  coins  soon  after 
a  95.  perhaps  40*.  cm  the  next  year.  Estimates  of  how  long  the  Britons  went  on  using  the 
coinage  they  already  had  varies,  but  I  think  it  is  utterly  without  evidence  to  push  the  use  of 
bronze  beyond  410.  Silver  coin  still  came  into  the  country  spasmodically  after  that,  but  little 
ol  it  reached  Colchester,  and  clipped  silver  coinage  may  well  still  have  been  about  till  say  430. 
Whether  it  was  used  as  coinage  at  this  time,  or  simply  as  stored  value  as  I  would  have  it.  we 
can  probably  nevei  know.  What  is  now  as  certain  as  it  ever  can  be  is  that  nothing  new  was 
produced  in  Britain  after  the  regular  supply  stopped,  and  if  the  fifth  century  inhabitants  used 
any  coins  at  all  they  were  utterly  unselective. 

\\  hy  can  I  be  sure  of  this  when  only  thirty  years  ago  many  numismatists  were  equally  sure 
of  the  opposite  case?  Well,  we  have  something  that  they  did  not  have,  we  have  levels  of 


occupation  and  i  ubbish  and  pit-digging  and  house-building  which  belong  immediately  after 
the  end  of  the  fourth  century',  and  so,  presumably,  to  the  fifth  century.  And  in  those  levels 
w  hether  pits,  or  sunken  houses,  or  rubbish  layers,  no  new  coins  occur.  The  Roman  rubbish 
which  had  been  spread  about  during  the  life  of  the  town  insures  that  some  coins  do  occur  in 
these  levels,  but  tfie  great  point  is  that  all  the  coins  which  do  occur  are  most  easily  explained 
as  re-cycled  rubbish.  If.  in  digging  a  rubbish  pit.  you  disturb  earlier  rubbish,  then  that  earlier 
rubbish  gets  mixed  up  with  whatever  you  were  burying.  This  explains  the  one-time  coinage  of 
the  fifth  century. 


The  end,  then,  to  our  survey  of  Roman  coinage  in  Colchester  is  a  gentle  running  down;  no 
gory  rape,  pillage  and  plunder  to  explain  a  town  suddenly  losing  no  more  coins  after  a 
prosperous  century.  Perhaps  this  ought  to  be  taken  at  face  value  -  perhaps  towns  had 
become  irrelevant  to  Europe  in  the  fourth  century,  and  that  is  why.  like  Colchester,  they  ran 
down.

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THE  COINAGE  OF  THE  CHOLAS

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One  of  the  most  important  dynasties  of  Southern  India  was  that  of  the  Cholas. 
The  period  during  which  they  minted  their  commonest  coins  lasted  for  around  100 
years,  from  the  late  10th  to  the  late  1  Uh  centuries  a.d. 

The  great  conqueror  Raja  Raja,  a.d.  985-1014,  built  the  largest  of  all  Hindu 
temples  at  Tanjore,  his  capital — numismatically  he  is  important  for  the  introduction 
of  the  “Ceylon  Man”  type  (see  Seaby’s  Bulletin ,  September  1972,  pages  358-361). 
This  coin  illustrated  Fig.  1,  is  an  extremely  common  bronze  type  copied  originally 
most  probably  from  the  Kushan  Standing  King/Seated  Goddess  coins.  The  legend 
at  the  right  of  the  reverse,  “Raja  Raja”,  is  in  the  Nagari  script.  The  standing  figure 
on  the  obverse  is  wearing  the  Hindu  dhoti,  which  makes  him  look  as  though  he  has 
five  legs. 

The  “Ceylon  Man”  coins  probably  continue  long  after  Raja  Raja’s  death;  but 
then  come  a  few  other  bronzes,  such  as  that  shown  in  Fig.  2,  minted  anonymously 
by  one  of  the  later  kings.  This  shows  a  very  spidery  “Ceylon  Man”  on  the  obverse, 
and  on  the  reverse  a  humped  bull  with  a  crescent  above  and  a  conch  shell(  ?)  in  front. 
The  head  of  the  bull  consists  of  four  dots  and  looks  very  peculiar. 

However  the  really  interesting  type  is  that  shown  as  Fig.  3,  made  of  gold  or  of 
impure  silver.  The  reverse  reads  in  Nagari  “uttama  cholah”,  and  this  may  be  the 
earliest  of  the  Chola  coins  minted  by  Uttama  Chola,  a.d.  969/70-985.  It  may,  how¬ 
ever,  be  later  than  this  as  it  is  very  similar  to  the  coin  shown  as  Fig.  4,  which  was 
certainly  minted  by  Rajendra  I,  a.d.  1012-1044.  This  latter  coin  has  the  same  design 
on  both  obverse  and  reverse  and  reads,  in  the  Nagari  script,  “gangaikonda  cholah”, 
a  title  assumed  by  Rajendra  when  he  “conquered  the  Ganga”,  which  seems  to  mean 
that  an  expedition  led  by  one  of  his  generals  reached  the  River  Ganges.  To  com¬ 
memorate  this  he  built  a  new  capital  North  East  of  Tanjore  and  named  it  “Gangai- 
kondacholapuram”. 

The  interesting  feature  about  the  pictorial  design  is  the  heraldry.  In  the  South 
the  Indian  tribes  appear  to  have  each  had  their  own  heraldic  device,  and  in  the  case 
of  the  Cholas  this  was  the  Seated  Tiger  which  is  shown  in  the  centre  beneath  an 
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umbrella  which  in  the  East  symbolises  power.  This  tiger  is  a  most  peculiar  looking 
animal— I  am  sure  that  real  tigers  never  sit  in  such  a  dog-like  manner. 

The  other  rival  kingdoms  of  South  India  at  this  period  were  the  Pandyans  and 
the  Cheras.  The  Pandyan  device  was  a  fish,  and  the  Chera  device  was  a  bow — these 
devices  are  included  on  the  Chola  design.  There  are  two  Pandyan  fish  at  the  right  of 
the  tiger,  and  a  Chera  bow  to  the  left.  It  would  appear  that  the  Chola  king  is  in  this 
way  commemorating  victories  over  his  rivals — one  over  the  Cheras  and  perhaps  two 
separate  victories  over  the  Pandyans. 

The  other  symbols  are  two  fly-whisks  at  the  top  to  right  and  left  of  the  umbrella, 
and  two  lamp-stands,  at  the  right  and  left  of  the  coin.

Two  Cork  Commemorative  Medallions  -  a  Correction 


Dr.  A.  E.  J.  Went  has  drawn  the  attention  of  the  Editors  to  an  error  in  the  above  mentioned 
article  in  the  March  Bulletin.  In  the  note  on  the  second  medal  -  the  Naval  Visit  to  Cork 
Harbour  -  the  impression  is  given  that  the  ships  were  accompanying  King  Edward  VII 
himself.  This  was  not  the  case  as  he  was  in  Marienbad  at  the  time. 


Ballkenny  (Co.  Londonderry)  14th  Century  Silver  Hoard  ( Belfast  Telegraph ,  29  Feb.) 

The  Bally  kelly  farmer  who  uncovered  a  hoard  of  silver  coins  in  a  field  will  have  to  await 
the  outcome  of  a  treasure  trove  inquest  to  decide  on  their  ownership.  While  he  was  herding 
stray  sheep,  the  farmer  noticed  500  silver  coins  which  had  been  uncovered  by  ploughing  the 
field  at  Bally  kelly  and  had  apparently  been  lying  there  since  December  last  year.  Subsequent 
investigations  after  the  find  on  February  24  revealed  a  further  500  coins,  together  with  the 
remains  of  a  broken  pottery  vessel. 

The  Department  of  the  Environment,  who  thought  their  Historic  Monuments  and  Build¬ 
ings  branch  have  a  statutory  interest  in  treasure  finds,  have  asked  for  a  treasure  trove  inquest 
after  the  find  was  inspected  by  Mr.  Brian  Williams,  Inspector  of  Monuments,  and  Mr.  Robert 
Heslip,  an  authority  on  coins,  at  the  Ulster  Museum.  The  coins  were  silver  Edward  I  and 
Edward  II  of  England,  some  Alexander  III  of  Scotland,  and  a  few  contemporary  forgeries,  all 
struck  between  1279  and  1335.  There  is  no  record  of  such  a  large  find  in  recent  times,  but 
because  they  are  silver  the  coins  are  subject  to  laws  of  treasure  trove.  This  means  the  finder 
must  notify  the  police,  who  then  take  the  coins  into  their  possession.  An  inquest  must  be  held 
to  decide  if  the  items  are  treasure  trove. 


The  Skipton  Tremissis  {Craven  Herald ,  Skipton,  28  December,  1979) 

A  tiny  gold  coin  found  stuck  to  a  builder's  clog  was  1,200  years  and  worth  over  £2,000.  a 
treasure  trove  at  Skipton  was  told  last  week.  Mr  Anthony  Law,  a  director  of  John  Barrett, 
Cross  Hills,  Ltd.,  told  how  he  found  the  coin  while  digging  foundations  for  a  new  hall  at  the 
Parish  Church,  Skipton.  He  had  been  digging  up  an  old  burial  ground  in  February,  and  when 
he  cleaned  his  clog  found  the  small  round  object  stuck  to  it.  He  gave  it  to  Mr.  David 
Williams,  assistant  curator  of  the  Craven  Museum,  Skipton,  when  he  made  a  regular  visit. 

Mr.  Williams  said  the  coin  was  an  Anglo-French  Tremissis  which  was  minted  in  France 
some  time  between  600  and  770  A.D.,  and  was  extremely  rare.  It  had  a  hole  punched  in  it  to 
fit  on  a  necklace  chain  to  show  off  a  cross  on  one  side. 

Dr.  Lawrence  Butler,  a  lecturer  in  the  archaeology  department  of  Leeds  University,  said 
the  country's  leading  expert  at  the  British  Museum  thought  it  might  have  been  used  at  the 
burial  of  a  notable  person,  and  it  was  very  rare  for  one  to  be  found  so  far  north.  Only  40 
other  examples  had  been  discovered  and  they  were  all  in  the  south-east.  No-one  knew  if  the 
people  of  Craven  were  Christian  at  the  time,  and  the  earliest  reference  to  a  church  in  the  town 
was  in  the  13th  century.  But  there  could  have  been  descendants  of  the  Roman  invasion  who 
retained  their  Christian  beliefs.  It  could  have  come  from  a  pagan  burial  ground,  which  would 
have  been  later  adopted  by  the  Christian  church,  or  from  people  who  were  Christian  even 
before  the  general  conversion  when  King  Edwin,  of  Northumbria,  who  ruled  the  area, 
adopted  the  faith. 

The  coroner  said  the  jury  had  to  decide  if  the  coin  was  lost,  abandoned,  or  hidden  with  the 
intention  of  recovering  it  later.  If  it  had  been  hidden  it  was  treasure  trove  and  belonged  to  the 
Crown,  but  if  it  was  lost  or  abandoned  belonged  to  either  Mr.  Law,  or  the  church.  Earlier  he 
said  the  first  finder  of  lost  gold  and  silver  had  first  claim  to  it,  even  over  the  owner  of  the  land 
on  which  it  was  found. 

The  jury  returned  a  verdict  that  the  coin  was  either  lost,  or  intentionally  abandoned,  and 
that  Mr.  Law  was  the  finder.  Mr.  Coverdale  said  he  was  going  to  duck  the  issue  or  who  the 
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new  owner  was,  and  both  the  Church  and  Mr.  Law  said  they  wanted  it  to  go  to  a  museum 
eventually.  But  it  was  valuable  and  there  would  be  the  question  of  compensation.  “I  am  going 
to  find  that  the  finder  of  the  coin  was  Mr.  Law,  and  1  am  going  to  direct  that  for  the  time 
being  it  remains  in  the  care  and  custody  of  the  Skipton  Museum,  ”  he  said.

A  native  of  Spain,  Magnus  Maximus  (A.D.  383-388)  attained  high  rank  in  the  Roman  army  under 
Gratian.  He  campaigned  successfully  against  the  Piets  and  Scots.  In  383  he  rebelled  against  Gratian 
and  made  himself  emperor  of  Britain.  Magnus  Maximus  has  been  credited  with  the  re-opening  of  the 
London  mint  and  it  is  quite  logical  to  think  that  one  of  his  first  requirements  would  be  a  mint. 

This  coin  does  not  bear  the  mint  mark  previously  used  for  Londinium  mint  but  has  AVGOB,  as  Lon¬ 
don  had  been  given  the  name  AVGVSTA  about  this  time,  according  to  Ammianus  and  OB  (Obrizum) 
was  the  state  guarantee  of  purity.  The  attribution  of  the  coins  to  London,  originally  proposed  by  De 
Salis  (though  contested  by  Elmer  who  preferred  Augustodunum),  is  supported  by  J.  W.  E.  Pearce  in 
volume  IX  of  The  Roman  Imperial  Coinage.

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VICEROY'S  FAITHFUL  SERVICE  MEDALS 

By  B.  A.  Wheeler 

A  few  years  ago  1  was  exploring  the  little  bazaar  in  Jan  Path,  New'  Delhi,  for  war  medab 
and  unearthed  two  large  silver  medals  which  had  been  presented  by  the  Viceroy  of  Indit 
some  50  years  ago.  I  could  have  bought  them  for  the  price  of  their  silver  content,  however  ai 
they  were  outside  my  collecting  interest  1  passed  them  by.  On  reflection  back  in  Australia 
some  months  later  I  was  sorry  I  had  not  purchased  the  medals  if  for  no  other  reason  thar 
their  artistic  merit. 

The  following  year  after  holidaying  in  Kashmir  1  paused  for  a  short  time  in  Delhi  and  agair 
visited  the  little  market  in  Jan  Path  still  in  my  search  for  military  awards.  While  the  w'ares  ol 
the  market  were  still  interesting  and  varied  I  found  the  supply  of  old  medals  was  almost  nor 
existent.  I  pressed  on  and  again  enquired  at  the  little  stall  where  I  had  found  the  two  vicerega 
medals  twelve  months  before  and  to  my  surprise  the  Tibetan  proprietor  produced  the  twc 
silver  medals  I  had  refused  the  year  before.  Pointing  to  a  small  but  heavy  bag  she  informed 
me  that  as  no  one  had  shown  interest  in  the  medals  in  the  last  9  years  they  were  about  to  be 
sent  with  those  other  broken  pieces  of  silver  to  be  melted  down  by  a  jeweller.  Needless  to  say 
1  purchased  the  tw'o  pieces  w'ith  little  ceremony  or  bargaining.  I  could  not  believe  my  good 
fortune. 

Both  medals  which  are  awarded  to  the  same  person  are  similar  in  style  and  design.  They 
are  circular,  two  inches  in  diameter,  approximately  0.125  inch  thick  and  made  of  silver  with 
similar  but  not  identical  suspender  claws  at  the  top.  The  original  suspenders  have  been  broken 
off  at  some  time  but  the  pin  on  one  medal  remained  and  was  of  a  length  which  could  have 
accommodated  a  wide  straight  suspender  similar  to  that  found  on  the  1877  Empress  of  India 
medal.  Alternatively  it  may  have  held  some  form  of  swivelling  ring  suspender  of  the  style 
found  on  the  1903  Delhi  Durbar  medal  and  it  is  this  type  which  I  have  had  refitted  to  the 
medals. 

Medal  type  l 

The  reverse  of  the  first  medal  has  the  inscription  "Presented  by/Lord  Chelmsford/Viceroy 
of  India/to'"  in  capital  letters,  while  the  recipient's  name  "Pritam  Choudhry  1921"  is 
engraved  on  a  rectangular  scroll  below.  Above  the  wording  appears  the  Knight's  insignia  of 
the  Order  of  the  Star  of  India  and  each  side  is  flanked  by  a  grove  of  palm  trees.  The  exergue  is 
filled  with  a  spray  of  lotus  flowers  and  leaves. 

The  obverse  bears  a  coat  of  arms  which  has  been  handsomely  executed  in  high  relief. 
Debrett  confirms  that  the  arms  are  those  of  the  Chelmsford  family  and  that  the  3rd  Lord 
Chelmsford  (not  to  be  confused  with  his  distinguished  forebear  of  Kaffir  and  Zulu  War  fame) 
served  as  Viceroy  of  India  from  1916  until  1921. 

Medal  type  2 

The  reverse  of  this  piece  bears  the  inscription  "Presented  by/the  Earl  of  Reading/Viceroy 
of  India/to''  in  raised  capital  letters,  followed  by  "Pritam  Singh  Chowdhry  1926"  engraved 
on  the  rectangular  scroll  below.  The  whole  is  also  surmounted  by  the  Star  of  India  with  palm 
trees  on  either  side  and  lotus  flowers  in  the  exergue. 

The  obverse  of  this  medal  displays  the  arms  of  the  Earl  of  Reading,  also  splendidly 
executed  in  high  relief  in  similar  style  to  the  first  medal  type.  Debrett  records  that  he  followed 
Lord  Chelmsford  as  Viceroy,  taking  up  his  appointment  in  1921  and  serving  until  1 926. 

The  style  of  the  medals  and  information  contained  on  them  suggest,  albeit  in  perhaps  a 
negative  way.  a  continuing  semi  official  aw'ard  to  Indians  employed  on  the  vice  regal  staff  for 
loyal  and  faithful  service.  I  have  arrived  at  this  conclusion  for  the  following  reasons. 
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Firstly,  since  each  medal  has  been  die  struck  and  only  the  recipient's  name  has  been 
engraved,  one  can  confidently  conclude  that  more  than  one  of  each  piece  was  awarded  at  a 
particular  time.  i.e.  they  were  not  “unique"  awards. 

Secondly,  the  medals  have  been  conferred  on  the  same  person  by  consecutive  viceroys  at 
the  completion  of  their  terms  of  office,  suggesting  that  the  medals  could  represent  an 
established  practice  for  the  Viceroy  to  bestow  some  formal  recognition  on  his  personal 
servants,  grooms,  gardeners  etc.  as  a  gesture  on  his  departure  (in  these  cases  1921  and  1926). 

It  is  not  inconsistent  with  this  that  Pritam  Singh  Chowdhry  may  have  been  in  Government 
employ  from  say  1918  until  1927  during  which  time  he  received  the  two  medals. 

Presumably  the  medals  were  designed  and  struck  at  the  Calcutta  mint  perhaps  on  the 
advice  of  the  first  Viceroy  to  commission  them,  the  obverse  changing  with  the  viceroy. 
However,  without  access  to  the  India  Office  or  Mint  records  I  am  unable  to  develop  this 
thesis  further. 

If  this  were  an  established  award  many  questions  still  remain  unanswered.  When  was  the 
practice  introduced  and  when  did  it  cease?  How  many  of  each  award  were  made  and  what 
were  the  qualifying  conditions?  What  was  the  pattern  and  style  of  ribbon  from  which  the 
medal  depended;  did  it  perhaps  contain  a  trace  of  light  blue  to  accord  with  the  colour  of  the 
ribbon  of  the  Star  of  India? 

Should  other  collectors  have  similar  medals  or  be  able  to  provide  information  which  would 
help  piece  together  the  story  of  these  very  interesting  and  beautiful  mementoes  of  the  old 
British  Raj,  the  publishers  would  welcome  their  comments  through  subsequent  copies  of  the 
Bulletin  or  forward  photographs  to  the  Author  c/o  Seaby’s. 

By  coincidence,  at  the  same  time  that  this  article  was  submitted,  we  ourselves  had  acquired 
an  unnamed  specimen  of  a  Viceregal  medal  bearing  the  arms  of  the  Earl  of  Minto,  Governor 
General  and  Viceroy  of  India  and  at  one  time  Governor  General  of  Canada. 

Except,  further  to  suggest  that  each  Viceroy  bestowed  such  medals,  ours,  whilst  recording 
a  further  example,  does  not  throw  any  further  light  -  Editor.

Flight  Seargeant  Berger  has  completed  a  very 
successful  tour  of  operations  in  the  course  of  which  he 
has  attacked  most  of  the  enemy’s  major  targets  in 
Germany.  On  one  occasion  in  May  1943,  following  a 
sortie  against  Bochum,  his  skill  and  co-operation  were 
of  great  assistance  in  enabling  his  captain  to  fly  the 
badly  damaged  aircraft  back  to  base.  In  times  of  stress 
this  airman  has  invariably  shown  great  fortitude  and 
skill,  setting  a  fine  example  of  his  courage  and  devotion 
to  duty. 

Flight  Seargeant  BERGER  was  later  killed  in  action.
